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ABSTRACT 

This directory is aimed at increasing understanding 
of functions and problems of families, by providing information on 
research activities which fall within the goals of the International 
Year of the Family (lYF) initiative. Compiled through a cooperative 
effort of the Australian Institute of Family Studies and The United 
Nations Secretariat for the lYF, the directory contains 332 entries 
from 47 countries. Research activities include research conducted to 
investigate family issues and problems? studies to determine 
characteristics of family structures in different regions? 
collections of statistical data on families? reviews of public and 
private institutions providing family care programs? evaluation of 
innovative family programs? reviews of family-related policies? and 
studies on the legal, social, and economic rights of families. Each 
directory entry lists country name, project name, organizations 
involved, contact person, summary, timetable, funding source and 
amount, and keywords. A separately-bound Supplement contains entries 
received after the publication deadlines for the main volume. It 
contains 107 research projects from 21 countries.

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PREFACE 



The Memorandum of tJndcrstanding between the Secretariat for the International Year of the 
Family and the Australian Institute of Family Studies, which initiated our close cooperation, has 
given proof of its vitality: the first International Directory of lYF Research Activities* Because the 
Institute has so readily accepted the challenge of this unique publication, it also deserves due 
credit for the enormous accomplishment. 

Research on families and family issues has been a major task of the International Year of the 
Family. One of the concerns which underscored the importance of proclaiming the Year w^as the 
realization that there was a great deal to learn about families. In addition, it was also considered 
very important that the Year should provide an opportunity for strengthened cooperation and 
dialogue between the users and producers of research on families. 

Even the most cursory review of the activities being undertaken around the world in connection 
with the Year reveals that substantial progress has been made on both ot those dimensions. This 
multi-faceted development process has taken many forms, including numerous initiatives on the 
part of research and academic institutions; a vast number of expert group meetings on selected 
issues, bringing together and building upon our knowledge; strengthening the infrastructure of 
family research, as in institutions, funding programs or data collection; as well as greater public 
awareness of the produce of family research. Many governments have completed special reports 
on the state of families in their countries. As an awareness-raising event, the Year has provided an 
opportunity for research findings to be popularised Uirough the media and placed much closer to 
the fulcrum of public and political debate. 

These major achievements testify to the foresight and wisdom of our many partners, at all levels, 
whose efforts have contributed to the success of (he Year. At the national level, there was broad 
recognition that sound policies and practice can only be achieved on a foundation of solid 
information on the situation of families, their needs and their contributions. The range of activities 
reported here represents only a small sampling of the far-nmging work in this sector that has 
taken place around the world. At the same time, however, it indicates the richness of the knowledge, 
developed in connection with the Year. 

Among all the things we arc now more awiirc of in respect to families, one fact deserves special 
consideration on the occasion of this publication: families, as dynamic and adaptive human 
organizations, change over time and space, including over the life-course. Some of these changes 
are reactive; others productive. In all cases, however, the basic lesson is that our knowledge of 
fiunilies is forever in need of reconsideration and supplementation. 



As with the Year itself, this publication should serve as a starting point for further efforts and 
strengthened collaboration, at all levels, on the formidable challenge of learning before us*

DIRECTORY OVERVIEW 



Background 

The International Directory cflYF Research Acthities project Ls the product of a cooperative effort of 
the Australian Institute of Family Studies (AIFS) and the United Nations Secretariat for the International 
Year of the Family (TYF) in suppot of family research as a key objective of the year. 

In compiling the lYF inventory of National Action ' which recorded lYF national action plans of 
countries around the world, the lYF Secretariat noted that research activities focusing on families 
were an important element of many national plans. 

Research activities identified in tlic Inventory included research being conducted to investigate 
various family issues and problems; studies to determine the specific characteristics of family 
structures in different regions; collections of statistical data on the situation of families and family 
members; reviews of public and private institutions providing family care programs; evaluation 
of innovative family programs; reviews of family-related policies; studies on the social, legal, 
and economic rights of families. 

Recognising the value of a more detailed record of such research initiatives, the idea of an 
International Directory began to take form. It was within tliis context, and unda the terms of a 
cooperation agreement between the I YF and the Australian Institute of Family Studies that the 
I YF Secretariat in Vienna invited the Institute to ‘catalogue the various and many research activities 
being undertaken under the auspices of the lYF. Following the I YF Secretariat’s proposal, the 
Institute developed the Directory of lYF Research Activities to serve as a resource that could: 
promote international cooperation, particularly in support of countries in the process of developing 
family policies or plans; facilitate international sharing of information and networking within the 
research community; and possibly to lead to cooperative or compiuative research projects. 

Such an aim was consistent with lYF objectives, to incrca.se better understanding of functions 
and problems of families and to promote knowledge of the economic, srxrial and demographic 
processes affecting families and their members. 

Infonnation collected from the many country contributors lias been registered in an online database 
at the In.stitutc. From the database the International Directory oflYF Research Activities has been 
produced to fomi a record of national research activity in connection witli the International Year 
of the Family. As a longer term goal the hcslitutc hopes to work together witli contributors to form an 
international network of family research oiganLsalions as a tangible expre,s.sion of follow-up to the Year.

Methodology 

The lYF Secretariat’s network of National Coordinating Committees/Focal Points was requested 
to assist in the identification of lYF research activities in countries around the world. To be most 
effective, the Directory needed to be published as close to the end of 1994 as possible, resulting in 
a limited time frame to collect, translate, prepare and publish the data. 

Guided by the types of activities listed in the Inventory of National Action, a questionnaire was 
developed in English. French and Spiuiish to form the basis of a Request for Information. The 
questionnaire was designed to be as short and straight-forward as possible. Information requested 
included: the title of the research {rroject/activity. the organisation responsible, a project leader or 
key contact person, timetable and funding, a 150 word summary, and details of publications 
resulting from the project. (See appendix for questionnaire and as,sociatcd documentation.) 

Requests for Infonnalion. accompanied by an introductory letter from the Coordinator for lYF. 
were sent to the National Coordinating Committces/Focal Points in each country in July 1994. 
requesting that they use their knowledge and contacts to collect information on as many research 
projects and activities as possible. Follow-up mailings were undertaken in September and in 
October by the Institute. The project schedule was structured to produce a printed Directory in 
time for the United Nations Interregional Meeting of National Coordinators/Focal Points for the 
International Year of the Family, in February 1995. Entries continued to arrive after a revised 
deadline and were accepted until the end of November. 

From correspondence received, difficulties appear to have been experienced in some countries 
receiving the initial Request for Information. Once problems were identified every effort was 
made to assist countries wishing to contribute. 

Scope of the Directory 

In a global project of the dimensions of llic Intematiunal Year of tlie Family, the cnomious numlx;r 
and variety of activities being undertaken at all levels pre,sent significant editorial problems. 
Invariably, difficult choices have to be made as to what is to be included and what is not. A key 
consideration was that the Directory should not replicate the type of information already contained 
in other documents produced by the lYF Sccrct:triat. It was also felt that the Directory would 1>: 
most useful if priority were given to those activities that would serve to provide conUict points for 
future collaborative work. For the most part, therefore, conferences and seminars were not included 
in the Directory, even where research papers were presented. Moreover, many such conferences 
and seminars have been listed in the country reports in the Inventory of National Action or in the 
Calendar ofEventsRelated to the International Year of the Fantily, prcp:ircd by the 1 YF SecTcUuiiU. 
and in fact few countries sent entries about them for the Directory. 

Tlic Directory’s focus was on research projects or activities initiated or otherwise developed 
under the auspices of the International Year of Uie Family, although it was not strictly es.scna:il for 
ihe project to be conducted or completed in 1994. 

Examples included rcsauch studies on the fiimily or family related issues; surs'cys or reviews of 
the situation of the family nr of family services or legislation; statistical reports on the fimiily; 
spa'ial books or publications based on research; and action research projects.

scope» alUiough it was recognised Ilia*, such prc-cxisling rese^ircli may have been mi imporlanl 
resource lo the preparation and observ^ance of die Inlemaliomil Year of the Family. Whellicr or not 
their contribution appears in the Directory^ all contributors arc to receive future information about 
inlemalional family rcsettreh activities and all will receive a copy of the Directory. 



Contributions 

The Directory conUtins 332 entries from 47 countries. Correspondence from approximately ten 
countries indicates more entries arc forthcoming; four countries responded with interest in the 
project but reported that no lYF research xtivitics had been conducted for the Yc;u*; three Requests 
for Information packages were returned to sender. 

7be national processes for collection of information varied broadly. In some cases, the information 
was provided directly by National Coordinators/Focal Points based on their own records, while 
in others, they surveyed partners nationally as to research activities. Another approach was to 
distribute copies of the Request for Information through existing research networks at the national 
level for response directly by researchers or institutions. In some measure these decisions, at the 
national level, account for the diversity in the types of responses received. 

Notwithstanding the impressive collection of contributions already available, it is apparent through 
correspondence and other communications that a number of relevant research activities, from 
many countries, remain to he reported. In order to present as complete a record as possible of 
research activities associated with the International Year of the Fiunily, a Supplement to the main 
volume will be pixxluccd in 1995 containing enmes rcccivcd after the publication deadlines for 
the present volume. In addition, this will also permit clarifia tion oneccipt of further information 
lo finalise some incomplete contributions. 

Final contributions must be received at the Australian Institute of Family Studies not later 
than 20 AprU 1995. 

Tlic Australian Institute of Family Studies is a government msciuch agency established to improve 
the understanding of factors affecting fiimily wellbeing. On a national level, the conduct, 
encouragement and coordination of research on families and llie dissemination of infomialion to 
support research and policy development are some of its major functions'. To support this role, the 
Institute is al.so interested in inlemalional ax^ix'ralion and establishing networks with other centres 
involved in research on fiimilies.
